one a cripple and the other an idiot, 
the inheritance passed down from a 
drunken and deb auched 
and ruined 
father; ruined b ody and soul; and I 
am only a poor wreck.’

Nations do not die in conse­ 
quence of poverty. They die in con 
sequence of great riches, prosperity 
-ituJ deb auchery. 
They die in conse- 
‘ Tuimr« of sin and lust of gold. Some 
'inngs -are worth more than money 
and :n)e of them is the preaching anc 
practjfiag of the gospel 
of 
Jesus 
<?hrist: and it is 
the duty of every 
K ristian man and woman to take hot 
against the damnab le infamy o1’ 
*'l»e rum tra^c. 
'A great gulch in the gold land was 
to b e so rich in gold dust that, 
although eight 
miles 
wide at 
its 
^outh, every sage b ush on the plain 
=*owed the color of gold on its roots 
’« b en plucked from the 
b osom 
of 
M&ib er Earth 
And yet, in sight of 
and the 
angels, one little b oy, 
plucked from the pathway of the rum 
i« vil, Is of far more value than all of 
the gold in this b road universe. 
"The sa kx m is in the g rea t mino r­ 


ity 8 0 far as voters are concerned. The 
memb ers of the Christian churches, 
the voters thereof, are in the great 
majority; and yet this great majority 
permits this vicious minority to grasp 
them b y the 
throat 
and 
strangle 
them. The distiller goes arm in arm 
with the b ishop, figuratively speaking, 
and they vote the same party ticket; 
the minister with the b rewer, and the 
deacon with the saloon keeper, while 
the praying church memb er goes hand 
in hand with the b ar keeper. The In­ 
famous rumseller dares to spit in the 
face 
of the professed followers 
of 
Jesus, and the latter b ears it meekly 
for the sake of the party. And yet 
Christian men on every hand hate the 
saloon; they pronounce it the curse 
of the nation, a foul and vicious and 
vile and loathsome thing, and 
say 
that it ought to die. In the name of 
God and humanity, why don’t it die? 
I’ll tell you why it don’t die. You are 
not ready to kill it. It don’t die b€F- 
cause it is a unit in its own defense. 
It does its b usinesB in a b usiness way. 
Its memb ers vote for it to live eveir 
time they go to the polls. When you 
see a rum seller or a distiller or a 
b rewer failing to attend strictly to 
b usiness along this line, you’ll catch 
a Bight of a white crow. When you 
b reak the hand-clasp of the Christian 
voter and the b rewer over the b allot 
b ox, you’ll destroy th^ saloon and the 
liquor traffic, and not until then. 
“A farmer went fishing in a moun 
tain b rook.

"EMPRESS JEWEL FOUND. 


Carlot ta* M using 
Diamond 
Smuggled 
Into This Country by Two 
Mexicans. 
New York, Nov. 13.—Vallno J. Presa 
and Alexaudino Marcucci, two Mexi­ 
cans, were arresteu here, charged with 
smuggling diamonds into this country 
by way of Laredo, Texas. 
One was a great diamond, once the 
blazing center in the crown of Maxi­ 
milian I., Mexico’s first and only em­ 
peror, whose untimely execution set 
the world agog. When he was In his* 
zenith he had the splendid stone taken 
from his crown and made into a pen­ 
dant for the Empress Carioca.

1867 she was driven Into exile aftei 
Napoleon III. had failed to make Mex­ 
ico an empire, and the Mexicans put 
their Austrian-bred emperor to death.

Christ; and it is the duty of every 
Christian man and woman to take hot 
issue against the damnable infamy of 
rbe rum traffic. 
'A great gulch in the gold land was 
said to be so rich in gold dust that, 
although eight 
miles 
wide at 
its 
Tiouth, every sage bush on the plain 
blowed the color of gold on its roots 
*'heo plucked from the 
bosom 
of 
Mother Earth And yet, in sight of 
•cd an(j 
angels, one little boy, 
ducked from the pathway of the rum 
torii, Is of far more value than all of 
'be gold in this broad universe. 
The saloon is in the great mlnor- 


deacon with the saloon keeper, while 
the praying church member goes hand 
in hand with the bar keeper. The in­ 
famous rumseller dares to spit in the 
face of the professed followers 
of 
Jesus, and the latter bears it meekly 
for the sake of the party. And yet 
Christian men on every hand hate the 
saloon; they pronounce it the curse 
of the nation, a foul and vicious and 
vile and loathsome thing, and

country by the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church for the purpose 
of ascertaining the opinion of the va­ 
rious bodies of the church on the 
question of the revision of the creed. 
When the vote had been counted it 
was found that 71 favored revision 
and 71 opposed It The moderator cast 
the deciding vote. 
Philadelphia, Nov. 13.—The presby­ 
tery of Philadelphia voted against a 
revision of the Westminster faith and 
recommended to the general assembly 
that the whole matter of revision of 
faith be dismissed. 
The vote stood 
70 against to 65 for revision, divided 
as follows: 
Against revision—Minis­ 
ters, 48; laymen, 22. 
For revision—

New York, Nov. 13.—Vallno J. Preza 
and Alexaudino Marcucci, two Mexi­ 
cans, were arresteu here, charged with 
smuggling diamonds into this country 
by way of Laredo, Texas. 
One was a great diamond, once the 
blazing center in the crown of Maxi­ 
milian I., Mexico’s first and only em­ 
peror, whose untimely execution set 
the world agog. When he was In his’ 
zenith he bud the splendid stone taken 
from his crown and made Into a pen­ 
dant for the Empress Carlotta. 
In 
1867 she was driven into exile after 
Napoleon III. had failed to make Mex­ 
ico an empire, and the Mexicans put 
their Aus<rian-bred emperor to death. 
The 
royal 
diamond, roughly esti­ 
mated as being worth $40,000, 
has 
been missing ever since, until It came 
to light, when Preza and Marcucci 
were charged with smuggling it into 
this country along with two magnifi­ 
cent diamond solitaire rings, six kar­ 
ats apiece, each worth $5,000. 
F. I.. It. Silvey. a private detective, 
was Hie first to find, through a cor­ 
respondent In the City of Mexico, that 
the missing Maximilllan stone was In 
this country!

And It is a true one, coming home to 
me with awful force—related to me 
only a short time 
since. 
There has 
been a rise in stocks lately, and one 
man in this nation has made twenty- 
>ne million dollars by this rise. But 
wealth is not everything. He would 
gladly give that twenty-one millions 
rather than have his darling boy go 
down to such a death as the one just 
pictured to you. 
"The rum traffic is the 
burning, 
living issue of today. 
Have a care 
over the life of this nation; have a 
care. 
Nations do not die in conse­ 
quence of poverty. 
They die in con­ 
sequence of great riches, prosperity 
-md debauchery. 
They die in conse- 
• Tuimre of sin and lust of gold. Some 
' hums are 
worth more than money, 
and >ne of them is the preaching and 
pracluxug of the gospel 
of 
Jesus 
Christ; and it is 
the duty of every 
Christian man and woman to take hot 
i*sue against the damnable infamy of 
fhe rum traffic. 
A great gulch in the gold laud was 
said to be so rich in gold dust that, 
although eight 
miles 
wide at 
its 
!Jouth. every sage bush on the plain 
showed the color of gold on its roots 
•rhea plucked from the 
bosom 
of 
Mother Earth 
And yet, in sight of 
and the 
angels, one little boy, 
clucked from the pathway of the rum 
Is of far more value than all of 
'he gold in this broad universe. 
The saloon is in the great minor 


ity so far as voters are concerned. The 
members of the Christian 
churches, 
the voters thereof, are in the gieat 
majority; and yet this great majority 
permits this vicious minority to grasp 
them by the 
throat 
and 
strangle 
them. The distiller goes arm in arm 
with the bishop, figuratively speaking, 
and they vote the same party ticket; 
the minister with the brewer, and the 
deacon with the saloon keeper, while 
the praying church member goes hand 
in hand with the bar keeper.
